In 1918 those activities not pertaining to agriculture 
were transferred to other departments. 


1886: Act respecting Experimental Farms Service was passed 
providing for the establishment of a Central Experi- 
mental Farm at Ottawa and for four branch Experi- 
mental Farms, one in the Maritime Provinces, one in 
Manitoba, one in the Northwest Territories and the 
fourth in British Columbia. 


Dr, William Saunders was appointed the first Director. 
In 1887 the staff of the Department consisted of 27 


persons; in 1926 there were 1, 676; and in 1959 a 
total of 8, 953.
